GROWING FLOWERS FROM SEEDS 


Nearly all flowers like a rich light soil. Some like Nasturtiums, do well in a poorer soil. Many such as all bulbs, pansies, asters, 
etc., like not only a very rich soil but a cool moist place or plenty of water. Some hardy seeds will start in cold soil, but nearly all 
require heat and moisture and will ret where too damp and cold, or fail to grow if too dry. 


ANNUALS, include plants whch bloom first sea- 
son from seed and then perish. Tender or half 
hardy annuals such as Balsams, Nasturtiums, 
Zinnias, etc., will not stand frost. Seed generally 
should be sown early in Spring as possible, either 
in boxes or pans in the house or well prepared beds 
outside, and when large enough transplant to where 
they areto grow. Soilshould be mellow, cultivated 
deeply and thoroughly, kept free from weeds and 
made very rich with plenty of well rotted manure 
or other fertilizer. Some seeds, like Portulacca 
will not start till the ground is thoroughly warm in 
early Summer. 

PERENNIALS, these rarely blossom the first 
season, simply producing plants which blossom the 
second season and live on from year to year, such 
as Hollyhocks, Pansies, Sweet Williams, etc. They 
may be grown ina bed till fall and then transplanted 
to borders or beds where they are to remain. Soil 


for these should be enriched with well rotted ma- 
nure. During winter tender perennials must be 
kept in house or well protected outside according as 
they require. 

BIENNIALS, produce plants first season which 
blossom, mature seeds and die the second season, 
such as Canterbury Bell, Digitalis, etc. They re- 
quire about the same treatment as perennials, and 
like them are often benefitted by a slight covering 
of Evergreen boughs in Winter and Spring; these 
should hold the snow and keep sunshine off, but not 
smother the plants. 

GREENHOUSE SEEDS require the greatest care. 
and should be carefully sown in a box or flowerpot in 
light fine earth, kept at a temperature of about 700 
Always remember they need to be moist, (not wet,) 
and warm. A pane of glass over a flower pot ora 
wet cloth or paper will help hold moisture. When 
well up transplant carefully as required.
